It was reported In a section 
of the British press today that 
a hitch had arisen In these 
negotiations on cost of the pro- 
ject and that the tenders sub- 
mitted by the three firms would 
each cost £1,000,000 more than 
the Japanese government Jn- 
tended to spend. ‘ 

NO HITCH 

A spokesman of the Japanese 
Embassy told the Agence 
France-Presse today that it 
would not be correct to say 
that there was a hiteh in the 
negotiations with the British 
firms, Their tenders haa bern 
received ond were being 
studicd and it was hoped to 
take nv decision within the next 
two weeks or so. ; 

It is understood that the 
tenders sucmlttcd by the three 
companies were  substantlally 
the same: But the Japanese 
Glde stught further  clarifica- 
ticns from the three firms on 
the detolls of the tenders ‘and 
{he project. Experts from the 
firms had already flown to 
Tokyo to discuss these details. 
The Japanese Govetninent Is 
likely to decide on one of the 
three compunics in the light of 
the clarifcatteng’ furnished by 
them.—France-Presse,
